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1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features, "a rear end .... of the 
shielding shell" in claim 6, lines 6-7 and claim 13, lines 5-6 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

2. Claims 6-16 are objected because it is unclear how the rear end of the Catch arm could be 
positioned adjacent or arranged on the outside surface of the shielding shell as recited in claim 6, 
lines 6-7 and claim 13, lines 5-6 since such features are not clearly shown in the drawings. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

4. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 6-9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maitani et 
al. 

Insofar as the claims can be understood, the disclosure of Maitani provides a complete 
response to each and every element set forth in the claims. For example: Fig. 3 A, 16C, 19A & 
19B show an insulating housing 27, contacts 26, a shielding shell 21 externally mounted on the 
shielding shell, a conductive latching arm 61 having a front end 122-6 fastened to an end portion 
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121-2 of the shielding shell and a rear end 122-3 adjacent to a surface of the shielding shell 21. 
As to claim 7, the latching arm 61 has a shallow inverted V shape. 
As to claim 8, an engaging hole positioned adjacent to the front end 122-6. 
As to claim 9, a pressing part 122-1 

As to claim 1 1, the front end with tongue parts 22-2, as shown in Fig. 12. 

6. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 6-16 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Claims 10, 12, 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
